m.—The Associated Press has an excel- 
lent rw.ion for stating that Russia will 
yield in tho Malacca case, release the 
steamer in accordance with the British 
demand and express regret at her de- 
tention. 


LONDON, July 21.—Consols which

,% and tho feeling on the stock exchange 
generally improved owing to tho belief 
that tho developments of tho day will 
prove that there is littlo danger of any 
xenlly serious complications arising from 
thu seizure ol tho steamer Malacca. 


LONDON, July 
21.—Tho Associated 


Press learns that Count Bcnckendorff, 
the Russian ambassador, at a conference 
with Foreign Secretary Lansdowne, yes- 
terday afternoon, mado what may be 
considered to be a preliminary reply to 
tho British protest against the seizure 
of tho steamer Malacca. Ho assured the 
foreign secretary that his government 
•had -no intention" ol'lnfrinfing 'on the 
rights of Great Britain or any other 
neutral power and that if a mistake has 
been made in tho seizure of the Malacca 
•unquestionably the steamer will be im- 
mediately restored and damages would 
bo paid. 


ST. PETERSBURG, July 21, 6:45 p. 


m.—The suggestion is mode that if Great 
Britain persists in raising tho issue of 
the status of the Russian volunteer fleet 
cruisers now in the Red Sea, Russia will 
offer to refer the case to the arbitration 
tribunal at The Hague. 


Count Lamsdorff has replied to the 


verbal note of the British ambassador on 
tho subject of the seizure of the Malacca 
In the Red Sea by saying that the in- 
quiry into tho case is progressing, 


. 5:10 p. m.—The Associated Press can 
itate authoritatively that the Malacca 
will probably be released at once. The 
exact status ot tho case at present is ns 
follows:

Count Bonokcndorff, the Russia am- 


bassador to Great Britain has asked for 
Lord Lansdowne's official assurance that 
the munitions on board were British 
government stores. Ifvthis is given or- 
ders will instantly be issued to release 
tho vessel. At the same time, Great 
Britain will be notified that ships stop- 
pea by Russia whose manifests are not 
in order will bo held. 


Russia will maintain the'legality of 


tho status of the Smolensk and St. Pet- 
ersburg as warships. They arc under 
the orders of tho admiralty, and were 
commissioned by tho admiralty's instruc- 
tions. Under tho regulations of tho vol- 
unteer fleet, Russia claims that ships be- 
longing thereto can be converted into 
•warships without previous notice upon 
orders from the admiralty. When tho 
Smolensk 
and St. Petersburg reached 


Suez on their way out they received 
from the Russia consul the admiralty's 
instructions commissioning them ns war- 
ships. The idea that Great Britain 
might meet the question of conversion 
by authorizing British merchantmen to 
hoist the naval flags is ridiculed in offi- 
cial circles where full confidence seems 
to exist that the question would be sat- 
isfactorily and speedily adjusted. 


FRANCE IN AID 0 FPEACE. 


PARIS., July 21, 5:35 p. m.—The 


French government has taken the in- 
itiative toward averting an Anglo-Rus- 
sian crisis. ^ Its action is not by an of- 
fer of its friendly services but by a 
raoro effective means. Foreign Minister 
Delcasse is making friendly representa- 
tions to Count Lamsdorff, the Russian 
foreign mini«t«r. This from the ally on 
vr.!unn Russia chiefly depends, is 'expect- 
ed to ex»rt strong influence toward a 
pacific solution. The exact nature of 
M. Delc»sse's representations is not dis- 
closed, but they are understood to con- 
template the rele*so of the Malacca and 
suitable redress. The Russian answer is 
momentarily expected but had not ar- 
rived tonight., If it is satisfactory the 


of the steamer m-ob»bly_ will he 


followrd by the payment of a money in- 
demnity. The French authorities^™ do- 
ing everything possible to prevent the 
affair from assuming grave proportions. 


CZAR TO BACK DOWN. 


ST. PETERSBURG, July 21.—1:42 a. 


m.—The Associated Press has'just been 
informed that Emperor Nicholas, in an 
interview with Count Lamsdorf, the for- 
eign minister, expressed his displeasure 
at the turn events'had taken and at the 
posibility of complications with Great 
Britain arising out ot' the detention of 
British ships by the Russian volunteer 
fleet steamers in the Red sea. This paci- 
fic attitude, if the-reports be correct, 
will doubtless lead to an immediate and 
amicable adjustment of the difficulties.

July 12 paralyzing, the meat industry 
of tho country, will go back. to

posts tomorrow morning. While they 
continue peacefully at work a board of 
arbitration will pass judgment on tho 
contentions of the laborers for higher 
wages and 'less arduous working condi- 
tions—and the decision of tho arbitra- 
tors will settle the issues of the great 
strike.

President Donnelly, of the butcher's 


union had today promptly received the 
approval of all of the executive board 
members "except two.' The points yet to 
be 'heard from are Syracuse and San 
Francisco, Around tho Chicago stockr 
vards today there was rejoicing among 
the strikers as well as tie stockmen in 
the. packing • interests." Unionists who 
had looked forward to seeing the strike 
spread this morning in a sympathetic 
movement involving all of the mechani- 
cal trades and perhaps the teamsters and 
firemen, learned with relief that instead 
of a greater strike there was to be 
pence in packing town. Many of the 
strikers, however; expressed disappoint- 
ment, that j.th^eir'- strike; after causing

DECLARES TRUCE IS ON. 


Only one formality remained today ,to 


make the end of the strike complete nnd 
that was the action of having the agree- 
ments ratified. President Donnelly tele- 
graphed members of tho executive board 
of Amalgamated Meat Cutters &• But- 
cher workmen last night the results of 
the conference, and- -recommended that 
they approve it. Donnelly, who occupies 
a commanding position in the union, was 
certain that ratification of the entire ex- 
ecutive board would be received in Chi- 
cago today. 


After waiting a short time to hear 


from Syracuse and San Francisco, Mr. 
'Donnelly announced that the last .for- 
mality of tho truce had been ended. Ho 
based tho announcement on the fact that 
a majority of the executive board mem- 
bers had telegraphed approval of tho 
terms. 


TEXT OF'ltGlSEMENTr^'""' 


The agreement entered into between 


the representatives of the packers'and 
of the strikers follows: 


"Wages and working conditions of all 


employes now on strike to be submitted 
to arbitration, each party to this agree- 
ment having .the privilege of bringing be- 
fore the arbitrators for decision any 
question of wages and conditions, or any 
other grievance they may have, and both 
to abide by the decision of the arbitra- 
tors. ' The packing companies signing 
this agreement ore to retain all employes 
now at work, who wish to remain, and 
will re-employ all employes now out as 
fast as possible, without discrimination, 
employes to return to work at the wages 
•received when going on strike, pending 
the decision of the arbitrators; arbitra- 
tors to consist of threo-.-praotical packing 
house men, to be selected as follows: 


"One representative of the packing 


companies, ono representative of 
the 


Amalgamated Meat Cutter and Butcher' 
Workmen of North America; these two 
to select a third member. 
ARBITRATORS TO BEGIN AT ONCE. 


"The two first nvned shall meet with- 


in forty-eight hours after resumption of 
work, proceed to elect a third member, 
and shall meet daily for that purpose 
until this duty shall have been complet- 
ed. 
" ' 


'When the third member hag been se- 


Icted the three, slinll meet dally unless 
adjournment be had by unanimous con- 
sent until the final conclusion has been 
reached nnd tie award made. 


"Any former employe not re-employed 


within forty-five days from date work is 
resumed is 'to have the privilege of sub- 
mitting his or her case to arbitration on 
question of discrimination, decision of 
arbitrators to covert).•

NEARLY ALL TO BE AT WORK. 
Supt. Conway of Armour & Co., said: 


"Practically all of the skilled men will 
be put bock to work tomorrow, but-not 
all of the'laborers will be taker, back 
now." 


Throngs gathered about the entrances 


to the wards to discuss the settlement, 
nnd there were murmuringa against its 
terms. Some workers wanted to go back 
without delay and few could understand 
.apparently why the question of wages 
so vital to them had not been decided. 


"We are exactly in the Bams position 


we were when wo struck," «aid" one man 
wearing the button of the cattle butch- 
ers local. Tho laborers hod been cut 
from 18 cents to 17% cents an hour and 
the union voted to strike to get back the 
agreement that .expired May 28. Now

strike;breakers employed in the various

The receipts of hogs were heavier to- 


day -than at any time since- the strike 
started. Thirty thousand.hogs were un- 
loaded at the Union stockyards. The re- 
ceipts for sheep were eight thousand; 
flve thousand cattle were received. 


PACKERS ISSUE STATEMENT. 


A statement relative to the strike set- 


tlement was issued today carrying the 
signatures of the packers who signed the 
peace memorandum. The statement is 
as follows: 


"There seems .to be some misunder- 


standing of the strike 
scttlc.ment in 


some quarters- upon which the* .public 
should be set right. The main point un- 
.dcr discussion and upon which a settle- 
ment hung for several days was the 
question of retaining the non-union men 
hired by the packers-'to take the places 
of' those on strike. This point was in- 
sisted on by the packing companies and 
until conceded by Mr. Donnelly no set- 
tlement could have beeu made. In the 
agreement made last night the packers 
reserved the privilege of retaining 
in 


their employ all the employes 'that were 
hired while the strike lasted. This guar- 
anteed to these the fair treatment they 
deserve and gained for the packers one 
of tho points for which they contended 
and for which they stood out so long. 


•"The privilege of arbitration 
within 


the time limit of forty-Ova" days covers 
tho question of discrimination and is hi 
no way intended to guarantee to tho 
striking'cmployes that they will be tak- 
en back and given the places now filled 
by non-union help." 


Notwithstanding the attitude of the 


packers toward the men employed dur- 
ing the strike, a general, stampede of the 
non-union men seems to be*n progress, 
and it is predicted that within a fort- 
night practically all of the strikers will 
be back to work. Seventy-flVe non-un- 
ionists came out of the yards in one body 
today.

Several hundred of the strikers went 


back to work today, not waiting for or- 
ders from the union. 


STILL REMAIN OUT. -' 


ST. PAUL, Minn., July 21.^Although 


the strike at Swift & Co., packing plant 
at South St. Paul has been declared off' 
on orders from President Donnelly of the 
butchers union in Chicago, there was no 
change in the strike situatipn at South 
St. Paul today. Those'who ;had been 
out on strike did not return to work. 
However, no one waa-hlndered'from go- 
ing into the Swift plant and Supt. Burns 
stated that ho was operating all depart- 
ments as completely as the resources of 
the three or four, hundred men wnich ho 
had engaged to take tho strikers places 
would allow. Supt. Burns sold he ex- 
pected all the men who . had gone on 
strike to return to work tomorrow. . 


All the strikers -were gathered about 


union headquarters today discussing tho 
situation and getting their orders. There 
was no disorder and everything bore a 
peaceful aspect.

vention in Tumultuous All 


Night Session. 


SLOGAN OF OAMPAIGN- 
"DOWN WITH COBRUPTION" 


Man Who Has Been Such a Terror 


to Evil Doers in St. Louis and 


State Honored by His 


Party. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., July 2L—Af- 


ter an all-night session, marked by inter- 
vals of disorder and commotion that 
could not bo quelled by the gavel, the 
Democratic state convention unanimous- 
ly nominated Joseph W. Folk for gov- 
ernor and adopted a platform which 
promises vigorous, unrelenting crusade 
against corruption and boodle in Mis- 
souri in the event of Democratic su- 
premacy at the polls. Just as the day 
was breaking the convention adjourned 
until 10 o'clock nnd one of the most 
turbulent scenes of a Missouri Demo- 
cratic convention ended. 


Almost an hour was spent in an en- 


deavor to secure order onii scat the del- 
egates and finally the reading of the re- 
port of the credentials committee was 
.begun, but was drowned out in the din. 
Only after the threat to have the hall 
cleared by the sergeant at arms, was or- 
der restored. 


The credential committee report was 


then read and adopted! The commit- 
tee on permanent organization reported, 
recommending that Judge W.' W. Graves 
of Butler, Mo., be made permanent chair- 
man, and the otter temporary officers 
bo mode .permanent and it was adopted. 


"DOWN WITH CORRUPTION. 


The report of the committee on rules 


and order of business was adopted. The 
resolutions committee then presented 
the platform which contains-the slogan 
of 
the Missouri Democracy against 


boodlo and official corruption in Mis- 
souri. The platform was adopted by a 
resounding viva voco vote after a quib- 
ble over the proposed amendment to in- 
sert a plank for legislation to punish 
tax dodgers,'which was introduced as a 
minority report and defeated. 


Thu report of the committee on reso 


•lutions after affirming and ratifying the 
platform adopted by the Democratic na- 
tional convention 'at St. Louis, July 8, 
1904, declares in favor of the initiative 
and referendum, the state primary, pro- 
tection of capital and labor, sanctity of 
the ballot, good roads, home rule and po- 
lice, and.urged the strict enforcement of 
the constitutional provision and statu- 
tory enactment, prohibiting the accep. 
tance by public officials of freo railroad 
transportation. United. States Senator 
Francis M. Cockrcll was heartily endors- 
ed for re-election. 


THE PARAMOUNT ISSUE. 


On the subject of .bribery, the eradica- 


tion of which is pointed out as the para- 
mount issud of the Democratic party in 
Missouri, tho platform says: 


"Tho appalling exposures of corrup- 


tion in Missouri have brought on the 
good citizens of this state the responsi- 
bility of stamping out tho things that 
dishonor and oppress. No party can be 
hurt by getting rid of rascals. No state 
can bo injured by the 
enforcement of 


law. The disgrace is in tolerance, not 
in corrupting. There can be no greater 
mission in store for any .political party 
thun to fight public evils. 


'TvTiero bribery rules there is a gov- 


ernment not' of, for and by tho people, 
but a government by and for tho faw 
with wealth enough to purchase official 
favors. 


"Other-offenses vlolato the law whilo 


bribery is the assassination of the com- 
monwealth itself. In the city of St. 
Louis' according to the confessions of 
thosa implicated for 25 years bribery 
stalked through tho legislative 
halls. 


Democratic officials have exposed these 
conditions and laid upon tho offenders 
the heavy band oi ths law. W« indorse 
the work that has been done In thto re- 
gard." 


The convention then settled down to 


the 'nomination of a candidate' for gov- 
ernor.

' MADISON, Wis., July 21.— It is proba- 
ble that the nerf legislature will be ask- 
ed to increase the annual appropriation 
to the Wisconsin National guard. The 
appropriation now is $130,000, but the 
drain upon it has become BO heavy that 
Adjt. Gen. C. R. Boardman has been 
compelled to adopt a policy of retrench- 
ment.

.One effect of this policy has been to 


shorten tho period of the annual encamp- 
ment of the different organizations of 
the guard from eight to sewen days. It 
is estimated that this will save the state 
about $6,000 a year, ,as it will lessen tho 
pay of each, of the 2,867 members of the 
guard one day. 


The legislature two years ago increas- 


ed the appropriation from 3125,000 to 
4130,000, and next -winter it will probab- 
ly be asked to increase it to $140,000 or 
$150,000. Under tha present law tho 
governor has authority to fa the length 
of the annual encampment, providing ha 
fix it at not to exceed ten days.

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WRITES OF 


SHIPWRECK 


George Rahn, a Survivor of the 


Norgfe Disaster, Tells of 


Catastrophe. 


He and His Father Saved-Afloat Five Days in an 


Open Boat With Scarcely Any Food-- 


Tells of Terrible Scenes as 


Ship Was Sinking. 


The first official 
communication re- 


ceived from any of tho survivors of tha 
Norge disaster reached the Journal of- 
fice today from George Kahn, a sou of 
Henry Kahn who has resided in this city, 
017 Fourteenth street, for tho past two 
decades. Tho young man wrote tho let- 
ter in tlio Caledonia hotel, Stormway, 
K. B., Scotland, whore he and his father 
were taken from a life1 boat after pass- 
ing through tho 
terrible ordeal. The 


letter, -written July 7th, was sent to 
Charles Fathers, of the Pierce Engine 
company. 


The y6ung man, with his parents, had 


been visiting their old home in Den- 
mark, but fortunately his mother re- 
mained in Copenhagen, and expects to 
return in about three weeks. His letter 
graphically describes his adventures and 
nppalling experiences and is exceedingly 
interesting, It ia herewith published: 


Dear Friend: .1 think it is time I am 


letting you know how the world i* treat- 
ing inc. Wo aro nil well, and never felt 
hotter in our lives. But after you have 
moved here and there for n couple of 
months, you get sick of it. To tell the 
honest truth, I wish 1 was back in old 
Kneine. 


Wo Had a very pleasant time on the 


trip over, and wo stopped a day at Nia- 
gara Falls, seeing all there was to be 
•ecu. 


SIGHTS IN CHRISTIANA. 


The firslj city wo came to in the ship 


was Christiana, in Norway, and that is 
the prettiest city in tho world. I have 
nn uncle there, and ho took us through 
tho old forts, and around the king's pal- 
ace, and through the museums. The 
next place was Copenhagen, where we 
iitayed » couple of weeks, and saw all 
tho sights. I have a cousin there about 
twenty-five years old, and he showed me 
all there was to bo seen; Everything is 
funny there, the trains move along like 
our street cars, about ten 
or twelve 


miles an hour. You could put 
about 


three cars into one American car, and 
you get into them from the side. You 
nre forbidden to open or shut the door, 
and if you wish to ride in an express 
train you havo to pay a tax to the gov- 
ernment first. And if you took out a 
match and struck it on your shoe, you 
might bo arrested. It is against 
tho 


laws of the country to uso any but safe- 
ty matches. It i* a fierce country on 
automobiles and motorcycles. You can 
onlv rifio about ton miles nn hour in 
them, and they are not allowed on a 
rood that is not twenty-six feet wide, 
and cot at all on tho bridges outside 
tho cities. 


FOOTBALL, ALL THE GO. 


Football is tho latest craze there, and 


everybody plays tho. game, from tho lit- 
tle kids to the-highest officials in the 
town. Wooden shoes are still used a 
croat deal, but American shoes arc fast 
taking their place. Half tho things you 
iee are of American make. Machines. 
canned goods, clothing and candy. But 
in Bakery goods the Americans are way 
behind. Tho people start to work in the 
factories at six o'clock in tho morning, 
nnd work till seven o'clock in tho even- 
ing. What do you think of that? Every- 
thing is so quiet that the people go to 
bed at eight or half-past. There is noth- 
ing to do, and I can't pass tho timo 
»\vay. 


WHERE ROYALTY IS BURIED. 


About a month ago I was in a town 


called Roskilde. There is a church there 
that was built in tho eleventh century, 
and in this church are buried tho royal 
people from "tho ninth century to tho 
present. You can see their coffins, and 
tho silver and gold wreaths that were 
given them by the other knights at their 
deaths, and you can see their suits of 
armor and swords. In this church you 
can see paintings and blacksmith work 
that was done by the' old masters, and 
oan't i>o made today. You can go in 
the different vaults and touch the coffins 
of kings and queens from the ninth cen- 
tury, and of tho later royalties. 


In no other place in Europe can you 


find so many kings and queens buried in 
one church. It is a very fine church, so 
grand that it is impossible to describe 
how it looks. But the cjimatc is a littlo 
raw and cold. It is tiresoms to loaf 
around. 


TOOK. PASSAGE ON NORGE. 


So, after visiting all of our relatives, 


»nd having seen enough of .this country, 
we decided to go back to old Racine. 


.Packing up our belongings, we started 


back again on the Scandinavian steam- 
ship Norgc, leaving mother in Copen- 
hagen; she was to return in about a 


• month. 


When we reached Rockivll,.a little is- 


land or ft cliff about five miles across, we 
were wrecked. It was something terri- 
ble. Six hundred and forty out of 850 
lost their lives. 


HUNDREDS AWAKE TO DIE. 


Now I •will tell you about the wreck: 
It was about 7:80 o'clock on-Tuesday 


morniug, June 28. I was sleeping, when 
nil of a sudden there came a crash and 
roaring sound. I jumped up. . We all 
instantly knew that ^something serious 
had happened} Somebody yelled down 
tUe hatchway: "All get life bolts." 


Try to think what that; means on the 


Atlantic ocean when you have to go in 
a life boat 200 miles from shore. We 
all worked like mad getting the 
life 


boats down and into the roaring seas. 
Wo wore the next to the last, seventh 
in number, to leavo the ship. ' Our boat, 
about 35 feot long, was supposed to car- 
ry 40 people, but we had 71 people in our 
boat. Tlie angry sea "smashed ' some of 
the bouts while we launched, filled with 
people, who were floating here and there 
m the water, drowning and shrieking for 
help. 
Think what that" means. The 


boats would only carry 300 and there 
were 800 people to be saved. 


FLOATED BUT TEN MINUTES. 


Thirteen minutes after tlie ship found- 


ered vou could not work at the boats. 
The water was coming over the front 
cmd of the boat, and the deck was even 
with the water. The boilers were hiss- 
ing and shrieking; tho people were gath- 
ered here and there crying and swearing. 
In our boat we had 27 children, eight or 
ten women and the rest men. We had 
only ten or eleven minutes to get. clear 
of the boat before it sank, leaving'COO 
people struggling in the water.

The ship sank with the bow straight 


to the bottom and then g!>ve a.crash and 
all was over. 
, . . ' 


ON STARVATION DIET.' . , . . 


We flo.iled and rowed. Think of this 


For five and a half days on a piece of 
bread about three cubic irches a day 
We would dip a1 handkerchief jus't a cor 
nor of it, in the water, then wring it o-.it 
so the water could not,' drip off of it, 
nnd suck on that two times a day. be- 
sides about two teaspponsful of water a 
day, nnd being out in the wind and 
storm for six days. 


PEOPLE VERY HOSPITABLE. 


We wore finally picked up by ,1 steam- 


er and carried to Scotland, to this place. 
The people aro very kind to us; some of 
whom are in the hospitals and some in 
the hotels. 
I am tied up hero, waiting for the tnil- 


or to finish making trie' some clothes, so 
I thought it was a good time to write 
and tell you of my safety and of my cx- 
jericnces. 


We will be back in Racine in about n 


month providing we don't get wrecked 
apain. I have no more time and I guess 
what I have to tell will keep till I get 
;hcre.

of industrial stocks of all sorts. It was 
Wall street that coined the term indi 
gestable securities, and the public, that 
is to say, a portion of tho public learned 
something. .-Speculators in stocks learn 
but little however. There are men on 
the streets insisting they know it all, 
yet they, arc being continually done up 
by the remorseless turn of the wheel of 
fortune, for stock speculation is nothing 
else. Men who once dipping in and of 
course getting profit on their first dip', 
continue, that is, most of them do, and 
the street is thus.being continually en 
richcd with the blood of the victims. 


It is of course very possibly true that 


the feeding out of worthless stocks in 
the industrial line is about over. Of 
this the people have learned and in var- 
ious parts of the country Jetting alone 
stocks, 
in' fact 
worth 
but 
little. 


But as to stock speculation as the mar- 
ket understands th«re ie no - more,' no 
less. It ever, continues with varied fits 
and starts,-and when the public-'is.tak- 
ing a rest, the men o-f the street amuse 
themselves taking profit as'it is termed; 
that is, betting with themselves. 


But if. the courts resist th'c. tendency 


among them to legitimatize stock gamb- 
ling, by giving decisions betting on mar 
gins are collectable, it would tend to 
protect the public from themselves. Anc 
another thing, the difference between' the 
so-called bucket shop and the legitima- 
tized boards of trade, is but one of de 
Creo. The results are about the same 
to the victim, though his money may 
possibly last some longer with the reg 
ulars.

Japanese Merchantmen Being 


Warned Scurry Hurriedly to 


Port-Its Destination 


Unknown. 


TOKTO, July 20, 10:30 a. m.—The 


Russian Vladivostok 
squadron, . unac- 


companied by torpedo boats, entered the 
Pacific ocean today at 7 o'clock. Its 
destination is unknown, but it is sug- 
gested that it is possible plans to ^raid 
tho east cocvst o£ Japan and then cither 
return to Vladivostok, escaping to the 
southward or attempting to 
form a 


junction with the Port Arthur fleet. 


Tho squadron was discovered in the 


straits of Tsugar nt throe o'clock this 
morning steaming rapidly, eastward. At 
3:30 a. m,, it was reported off Tappi 
Cape, and at 7 a. m., observers at Hako- 
date discerned it and reported to Tokio 
that it was steaming to .the east. 


Warnings have goho out to shipping 


along the eastern coast of Japan and 
merchantmen arc hurriedly seeking cov- 
er. It is expected that most of the 
hipping will be secure by the time the 
Russian vessels are in a position to do 
much damage.

RELEASE JAP MERCHANTMAN.

quently released. She- arrived at noon 
today and reports that she left the Rus- 
sian vessels steaming to the southeast 
nt great speed.

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WRITES OF 


SHIPWRECK 


George Rahn, a Survivor of the 


Norgfe Disaster, Tells of 


Catastrophe. 


He and His Father Saved-Afloat Five Days in an 


Open Boat "With Scarcely Any Food-- 


Tells of Terrible Scenes as 


Ship Was Sinking. 


The first official communication re- 


ceived from any of the survivors of tho 
3STorge disaster reached the Journal of- 
fice today from George Rahn, a son of 
Henry Rahn who has resided in this city, 
017 Fourteenth street, for tho past two 
decades. Tho young man wrote the let- 
ter in the Caledonia ho'tel, Stormway, 
}»'. B., Scotland, where he and his father 
were taken from a life boat after pass- 
ing through the 
terrible ordeal. The 


letter, written July 7th, was sent to 
Charles Fathers, of the Pierce Engine 
company. 


The y6ung man, with his parents, had 


been visiting their old home in Den- 
mark, but fortunately his mother re- 
mained in Copenhagen, and expects to 
return in about three weeks. His letter 
graphically describes his adventures and 
appalling experiences and is exceedingly 
interesting. It is herewith published: 


Dear Friend: I think it is time I, um 
letting you know how the world is treat- 
ing me. We nre all well, nnd never felt 
better in our lives. But after you have 
rboved here and there for a couple of 
months, you get sick of it. To tell the 
honest truth, I wish I was back in old 
Racine. 


We had a very pleasant time on the 
trip over, and we stopped a day at Nia- 
gara Falls, seeing all there was to be 
ftea. • 


SIGHTS IN CHRISTIANA. 


The first city we came to in the ship 


•was Christiana, in Norway, and that is 
the prettiest city in the world. I have 
»n uncle there, and he took us through 
tho old forts, and around the king's pal- 
nee, 
and through the museums. The 
next place was Copenhagen, where we 
stayed a couple of weeks, and saw all 
the sights. I have a cousin there about 
twenty-five years old, and he showed'me 
all there was to be seen. Everything is 
funny there, the trains move along like 
our street cars, about ten or t\ 
miles an hour. You could ptit abo:: 
three cars into one American car, am 
you get into them from the side. Yoi 
are forbidden to open or shut the door 
and if you wish to ride in an expres 
train yoa have to pay a tax to the gov 
crnment first. And if you took out a 
match and struck it on your shoe, yoi 
might be arrested. It ia against th 
laws of the country to use any but safe 
ty matches. It i* a fierce country on 
automobiles and motorcycles. You can 
only ride about ten miles an hour in 
them, and they are not allowed on 
road that is not twenty-six feet wide 
and cot at all on the bridges outside 
the cities. 


FOOTBALL, ALL THE GO. 


Football is the latest craze there, anc 


everybody plays the, game, from the lit 
tie kids to the-highest officials in the 
town. Wooden shoes are stilt used 
great deal, but American shoes are fas I 
taking their place. Half tho things yoi 
•ee are of American make. Machines 
canned goods, clothing and candy. But 
in Bakery goods the Americans are way 
behind. The people start to work in the 
factories at six o'clock in the morning 
and work till seven o'clock in the even- 
ing. What do you think of that? Every- 
thing is ao quiet that the people go to 
bed at eight or half-past. There is noth- 
ing to do, and I can't pass the time 
away. 


WHERE ROYALTY IS BURIED. 


About a month ago I was in a town 
called Roskilde. There is o church there 
that was built in the eleventh century, 
and in this church are buried the royal 
people from' the ninth century to tho 
present. You can see their coffins, and 
the silver and gold wreaths that were 
given them by the other knights at their 
deaths, and you can see their suits of 
armor and swords. In this church you 
can see paintings and blacksmith work 
that WAS done by the' old masters, and 
can't be made today. You can go in 
the different vaults and touch the coffins 
of kings and oneens from the ninth cen- 
tury, and of the later royalties. 


In no other place in Europe can you 


find so many kings nnd queens buried in 
one church. It is a very flue church, so 
grand that it is impossible to describe 
how it looks. But the climate is a little 
raw and cold. It is tiresome to loaf 
around. 


TOOK PASSAGE ON NORGE. 


So, after visiting all of our relatives, 
and having seen enough of .this country, 
•we decided to go back to old Racine. 


• Packing up our belongings, we started 
back again on the Scandinavian steam- 
ship Norge, leaving mother in Copen- 
hagen; she was to return in about a 
month. 


When we reached Rocknl],.a little is- 


land or a cliff about five mites across, we 
were wrecked. It was something terri- 
ble. Six hundred and forty out of 850 
lost their lives. 


HUNDREDS AWAKE TO DIE. 


Now I will tell you about the wreck: 


- It was about 7:30 o'clock on Tuesday 
morning, June 28. I was sleeping, when 
all of a sudden there came a crash and 
roaring sound. I jumped up.:. We all 
instantly knew that something serious 
had happened. Somebody yelled down 
tbe hatchway: "All get life belts." 


Try to think what that means on the i 


Atlantic ocean when you have to go in 
a life boat 200 miles from shore. We 
all worked like mad getting the 
life 


boats down and into the roaring seas. 
We were the next to the last, seventh 
in number, to leave the ship. Our boat, 
about 35 feet long, was supposed to car- 
ry 40 people, but we.had 71 people in our 
boat. The angry sea "smashed'' some of 
the boats while we launched, filled with 
people, who were floating here and there 
m the water, drowning and shrieking for 
help. 
Think what that' means.. The 


boats would only carry 300 and there 
•were 800 people to be saved. 


FLOATED BUT TEN MINUTES. 


Thirteen minutes after the ship found- 


ered you could not work at the boats. 
The water was coming over the front 
end of the boat, and the deck was even 
with the water. The boilers were hiss- 
ing and shrieking; the people were gath- 
ered here and there crying and swearing. 
In oitr boat we had 27 children, eight, or 
ten women and the rest men. We had 
only ten or eleven minutes to get, clear 
of the boat before it sank,' leaving'COO 
people struggling in the water.

. The ship sank with the bow straight 
to the bottom and then gf>ve ajOra^h and 
a l l w a s over.

ON STARVATION DIET.'.".',,. 


We floated and rowed. Think of this: 


For five and a half days on a piece'of 
bread about three cubic ir.ches a day. 
We would dip a handkerchief, just a cor- 
ner of it, in the water; then wring it out 
so the water coxild not" drip off of it, 
nnd suck on that two times a day, be- 
sides about two teaspoonsful of water a 
clay, and being out in the wind and 
storm for six days. 


PEOPLE VERY HOSPITABLE. 


We were finally picked up by a steam- 
er and carried to Scotland, to this place. 
The people are yery kind to us; some of 
whom are in the hospitals and some in 
the hotels. 


I am tied up here, waiting for the tail- 


or to finish making irie'ebme clothes, so 
I thought it was a good time to write 
and tell yovt of my safety and of my ex- 
periences. 


We will be back in Racine in about a 


month providing we don't get wrecked 
again. I have no more time and I guess 
what I have to tell will keep till I get 
there.

There is nothing in the platform of

VLADIVOSTOK FLEET 


PUTS TO SEA AGAIN 


Japanese Merchantmen Being 


Warned Scurry Hurriedly to 


Port—Its Destination 


Unknown. 


TOKIO, July 20, 10:30 a. ra.—The 


Russian Vladivostok 
squadron, , unac- 


companied by torpedo boats, entered the 
Pacific ocean today at 7 o'clock'. Ils 
destination is unknown, but it is,sug- 
gested that it is possible plans to raid 
the east coast of Japan and then either 
return to Vladivostok, escaping to the 
southward or attempting to 
form 
a 


junction with the Port Arthur fleet. 


The squadron was discovered in the 


straits of Tsugar at three o'clock this 
morning steaming rapidly, eastward. At 
3:30 a. ra., it was reported off Tappi 
Cape, and at 7 a. m., observers at Hako- 
date discerned it and reported to Tokio 
that it was steaming to'the east. 


Warnings have gone'out to shipping 


along the eastern const of Japan and 
merchantmen are hurriedly seeking cov- 
er. It is expected that most of the 
shipping will be secure by the time,the 
Russian vessels are in a position to do 
much damage. 


Ordinarily a lack of coal would pre- 


vent an extended' cruise, but it is possi- 
ble that the Russians possess a collier 
at a rendezvous in the Pacific ocean.. 


RELEASE JAP MERCHANTMAN. 
TOKIO, July U, 6 p. m,—The Japan- 


este steamer Taketshima was overhaul- 
ed by the Russian Vladivostok squadron 
eastward of Tsugar straits but subset 
quently released. She .arrived at noon 
today and reports that she left the Rus- 
sian vessels steaming to the southeast 
at great speed. This course creates the. 
impression here that they are heading 
for Saigon, the capital of French Indo- 
China, although it ig possible that this 
course is a ruse to deceive the Japanese. 


A Japanese torpedo boat flotilla is 


pursuing the squadron. 


It was announced during a previous 


sortie of the Russian Vladivostok squa- 
dron that these vessels might attempt to 
reach the port of some neutral power, 
enter and claim protection. The refer- 
ence in the foregoing dispatch to the 
possibility of the Russian warships go- 
ing to Saigon probably arises from this 
report. Saigon is in lower Cochin-China, 
and about 700 miles north of Singapore. 
A course southeast from the eastern en- 
trance of the Tsugaru straits would take 
the Russian vessels well clear of the Ja- 
panese coast.
